Euonymin is the active principle of the Euonymus Atropur- 
pureus, commonly called Wahoo.” Sometime ago insearch-

These, when arranged in system- 
atic order, so as to clearly show their relation to, and bearing 
on the subject to which they relate, we call the basis of 
science. Pure mathematics is thus built on admitted truths, 
or permissible privileges and selt-evident. principles, from 
which demonstrations of indisputable results are evolved. 
In chemistry, one experimental discovery after another; in 
music, one rule or law of harmony united to, or combining 
with another; in geology, natural philosophy and astronomy, 
the gradations are by adding one fact to another, till, by a 
series of correlative facts, the foundation is laid, and the 
temple raised to the pure and never-ending worship of each 
single star in the constellation of truth. 


And thus it is, that each stone in the structure, being a truth | 


or fact in its own right, never can decay, or move from its 
place. Time, climate, circumstances, human eventualities 
eave scientific facts unshaken, unaltered, through the ever- 
lasting ages and through the regions of infinite space. 
Were not this the case, there could be no science at al'; and 
art, the offspring of science, could never have been born ! 
Then, in examining the claims of any subject presented to us 
as a science, we must scrutinize every atom of the foundation 
on which it rests, or every fact which it assumes as a support- 
ing prop. The term ‘ medical science” is often used in 
a very loose and unmeaning way. It is said to embrace all 
the correlative branches of anatomy, physiology, pathology, 
chemistry, botany, surgery, obstetrics, and therapeutics. But 
ata glance it will be evident that that is an incorrect classifica- 
tion, as there is little or no connection between many of these 
branches; and, indeed, some of them being only mechanic arts, 
entirely, or almost independent of all therest. At any rate, nei- 
ther of them, with a single exception, forms the subject of 
dispute between the contending parties—the Allopaths and 
the Homcopaths— and that exception is or the 
art of medicine, as it is often called —and still oftener, lately, 
‘the science of regular medicine” —the vaunting and high- 
sounding designation under which our allopathic rivals love 
to take shelter. 

It shall be my business to carefully, candidly, and fully 
place before the readers of this journal the stepping-stones 
upon which Allopathy has crossed the wide and dismal 
quagmires of uncertainty since Apollo found his failure 
in his own divine art till to-day. In other words, I in- 
tend, as briefly, but as fully as possible, to trace the progress 
of Allopathy, and to examine the foundations of its claims to 
being ‘‘ the only regular science” of medicine.

I am quite sure I shall be readily excused for declining to 
spend time in the vain endeavor to seek the necessary facts 
among the clinical records of the priest-doctors of Persia and - 
Egypt and the prophets of Israel. Their charms and incanta- 
tions, their divine and demoniacal influences will hardly be 
claimed as medical facts to build on. When the nook by the 
roadside was the hospital, and the passing stranger the ex- 
pected doctor, the intermittent spring with its angel-disturbed 
waters was the lavatory by which ‘‘ the maimed, the halt and 
the blind” crouched and suffered till the active arm of robust 
charity dipped the suffering subject into the ‘‘ holy well” of 
other days. The search will hardly prove more successful at 
the feet of Apollo and at the altars of the Asclepion; so that 
we may come down at once to Hippocrates, his disciples and 
immediate followers and gather up their scientific wisdom, 
which consisted mainly in general descriptions, and theories, 
more fanciful than sound, whilst remedial means—beyond 
‘‘ giving nature a chance,” were totally unknown. Let the 
sad histories of the plagues and epidemics of those days, as 
they marched on unchecked and slew their tens of thousands 
without one single effective remedy at the command of the 
most learned of the faculty tell us where to look for the 
medical experiences of which our friends so confidently boast. 

But the learning, the wisdom and the experience of the an- 
cients descended to our English ancestors and they utilized 
them all. Let us seek our faets in-their authenticated 
records.

PRACTICAL NOTES ON HEADACHE. — 
BY EDWARD T. BLAKE, M.D. 


When I left college and began straightway to make ac- 
quaintance with the responsibilities of private practice, I en- 
countered, amongst other ‘‘ legacies of woe” inherited by our 
much-suffering race, a vast and varied array of headaches. 

In each case a correct diagnosis must be arrived at; and 
even then, alas! the problem was not half solved. If I dare 
to think 6f that time, there rushes back vividly to my mind | 
the dismay about diagnosis and the chaos of remedies to be 
selected from. Then come to memory the discouraging hours 
spent in laborious, perplexed study of Boenninghausen’s pock- 
et-book (what huge pockets the doctors must have had!) and 
big Jahr.” 

Since that time, however, fifteen years of perpetual prac- 
tice have brought at least the power of quickly relegating to 
their right position most of the headaches for which ordi- 
narily medical aid is sought; and, what is far more important 
than a facile diagnosis, the knowledge of what reliable weap- 
ons there are ready at hand, with their relative value. 


FACE, 


Adopting, for the sake of simplicity, an anatomical arrange- 
ment, we will commence by considering the headaches which 
implicate the face. 

Pain at side of nose, with vomiting, will remind us of acute 
olaucoma, and will induce us to think of Hellebore 6, Apis 
1, Mercurius cor. 3x. 

Approaching the glabella, the pain is promptly relieved by 
Nux 1, aided by the compress. : 

Retinal neuralgia, Spigelia 1x or tinct. 

Pain back of eyeballs, Bryonia 1x. 

Orbital pain from injury by Conium Ix (success). © 
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Supra-orbital pain, usually neuralgic, and that of a dys- 
peptic character, is common in business men,\and if on the 
right side is met by Chelidonium 1x. or tinct. 

If on the left side, by Kali bich. 6-2 or Argentum nit. 6. 

In female patients, it frequently means more than,a stomach- 
neuralgia; it points to a grave general disturbance of the di- 
gestive and assimilative processes, the result of chronic pelvic 
change, usually in the cervix uteri. : . 

This is a very beautiful example of the wonderful way in 
which homeepathy links pathogenesy with pathology, the left 
supra-orbital medicines being well known to have a cervical 
affinity, e. g., Argentum nit., Sepia, Kali bich., and Sulphur 
tinct. 

The last-named remedy reminds us of Dr. Cooper’s valuable 
clinical observation, that if the pain culminate to mid-day or 
midnight, and then slowly fade away, Sulphur is the right 


remedy.

If from constipation, Nux 3x for the attack, and Lycopo- 
dium 380, Podophyllin gr. 1-10 to gr. 1, Argentum nit. 6, for

Bryonia 1x if with pain at posterior orbit (rheumatic).

herents of homeopathy for the cure of headache, but much

Ignatia 1x stands at the head of the list, facile princeps. 
The allopaths get success with Strychnia, and it must be re- 
membered that though theoretically Strychnine is the alkaloid 
of the vomica nut, practically the operative chemist obtains it 
from the bean of St. Ignatius, because of its cheapness. 

When Ignatia fails Cicuta 6 or Spigelia 1x may be tried. 
The use of coffee as a beverage must be strictly forbidden. 

The temple is a favorite locale for specific headaches. They 
will be diagnosed by general history, by increased nocturnal 
intensity, by being aggravated by alcohol, and by persistent 
tenderness of periosteum under pressure, especially along the 
temporal ridge. 

Ignatia has also, in my experience, relieved the greatest 
number of parietal headaches. 


VERTEX. 


Perversions of vertical sensation are not often found in the 
male subject; hence we can readily understand that they are 
in some way related to some of the organs or functions essen- 
tially feminine in their character. 

The uterine headache, par excellence, is frontal; but if, as so 
frequently happens, the ovarium takes on morbid action, its 
chief refiex sympathies are displayed at the vertex. 

Hence Lachesis 6 is so useful a remedy._ | 

Sigua sulph. 6 I have found curative in burning at the 
vertex. 


Glonoine 12-6 in throbbing, and Amyl Nitrite 1x in flushes 
culminating at the vertex.

Tearing, shooting from above downwards, in 
both thighs as well as in upper extremities, with sleeplessness 
and prostration. Tearing, burning pain, extending whole | 
length of limbs to ankle-joints; great sensitiveness of limbs, 
worse at slightest touch. Painful ¢earing in calf and ankles, — 
then going to knee-joints and patella.

medical science.”’ It must rather be considered ‘‘a delusion, 
a mockery, and a snare.” 

I am quite sure I shall be readily excused for declining to 
spend time in the vain endeavor to seek the necessary facts 
among the clinical records of the priest-doctors of Persia and 
Keypt and the prophets of Israel. Their charms and incanta- 
tions, their divine and demoniacal influences will hardly be 
claimed as medical facts to build on. When the nook by the 
roadside was the hospital, and the passing stranger the ex- 
pected doctor, the intermittent spring with its angel-disturbed 
waters was the lavatory by which ‘‘ the maimed, the halt and 
the blind” crouched and suffered till the active arm of robust 
charity dipped the suffering subject into the ‘‘ holy well” of 
other days. The search will hardly prove more successful ab 


the feet of Apollo and at the altars of the Asclepion; so that. 


we may come down at once to Hippocrates, his disciples and 
immediate followers and gather up their scientific wisdom, 
which consisted mainly in general descriptions, and theories, 
more fanciful than sound, whilst remedial means—beyond 
‘‘oiving nature a chance,’ were totally unknown. Let the 
sad histories of the plagues and epidemics of those days, as 
they marched on unchecked and slew their tens of thousands 
without one single effective remedy at the command of the 
most learned of the faculty tell us where to look for the 
medical experiences of which our friends so confidently boast. 

But the learning, the wisdom and the experience of the an- 
clents descended to our Enelish ancestors and they utilized 
them all. Let us seek our facts in their authenticated 
records. We may be more successful.

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PRACTICAL NOTES ON HEADACHE. 
BY EDWARD T. BLAKE, M.D. 


When I lett college and began straightway to make ac- 
quaintance with the responsibilities of private practice, I en- 
countered, amongst other ‘‘ legacies of woe” inherited by our 
much-sufferine race, a vast and varied array of headaches. 

In each case a correct diagnosis must be arrived at; and 
even then, alas! the problem was not half solved. If I dare 
to think of thet time, there rushes back vividly to my mind 
the dismay about diagnosis and the chaos of remedies to be 
selected from. Then come to memory the discouraging hours 
spent in laborious, perplexed study of Boenninghausen’s pock- 
et-book (what huge pockets the doctors must have had!) and 
“the big Jahr.” 

Since that time, however, fifteen years of perpetual prac- 
tice have brought at least the power of quickly relegating to 
their right position most of the headaches for which ordi- 
narily medical aid is sought; and, what is far more important 
than a facile diagnosis, the knowledge of what reliable weap- 
ons there are ready at hand, with their relative value. 


FACE, 


Adopting, for the sake of simplicity, an anatomical arrange- 
ment, we will commence by considering the headaches which 
implicate the face. 

Pain at side of nose, with vomiting, will remind us of acute 
elaucoma, and will induce us to think of Hellebore 6, Apis 
1, Mercurius cor. 3x. 

Approaching the glabella, the painis promptly relieved by 
Nux 1, aided by the compress. 

Retinal neuralgia, Spigelia 1x or tinct. 

Pain back of eyeballs, Bryonia Ix.

- Sere. -orbital pain, usually neuralgic, and that of a dys- 

eptic character, is common in business men, and if on the 
right side is met by Chelidonium 1x or tinct.

In female patients, it frequently means more than a stomach- 
neuralgia; it points to a grave general disturbance of the di- 
gestive and assimilative processes, the result of chronic pelvic 
change, usually in the cervix uteri. 

This is a very beautiful example of the wonderful way 10 
which homeepathy links pathogenesy with pathology, the left 
supra-orbital medicines being well known to have a cervical 
affinity, e. g., Argentum nit., Sepia, Kali bich., and Sulphur 
tinct. 

The last-named remedy reminds us of Dr. Cooper’s valuable 
clinical observation, that if the pain culminate to mid-day or 


midnight, and then slowly fade away, Sulphur is the right 
remedy. 


FOREHEAD. 


If from constipation, Nux 38x for the attack, and Lycopo- 
dium 380, Podophyllin gr. 1-10 to gr. 1, Argentum nit. 6, for 
the tendency. 

Bryonia 1x if with pain at posterior orbii (rheumatic). 
Belladonna oddly enough is used incessantly by the lay ad- 


herents of homcopathy for the cure of headache, but much 


more rarely by thoughtful practitioners. 

Do laymen abuse the drug, or do thinking men neglect it ? 

The fact is, the condition more especially “demanding Bella- 
donna, viz., acute arterial cerebral congestion, is not. a com- 
mon one. 

Gelsemium 1x and tinct. , 1S a capital remedy in nervous 
headache with pseudo-conges‘ion of the brain, and with per- 
version of vision.

Ienatia Ix stands at the head of the list, facile princeps. 
The allopaths get success with Strychnia, and it must be re- 
membered that though theoretically Strychnine is the alkaloid 
of the vomica nut, practically the operative chemist obtains il 
from the bean of St. Ienatius, because of its cheapness. 

When Jlenatia fails Cicuta 6 or Spigelia lx may be tried. 
The use of coffee as a bev erage must be strictly forbidden. 

The temple is a favorite oc ale for specific headaches. They 
will be diagnosed by general history, by increased nocturnal 
intensity, by being averavated by alcohol, and by persistent 
tenderness of periosteum under pressure, especially along the 
temporal ridge. 


Tenatia has also, in my experience, relieved the ereatest 
number of parietal headaches. 


VERTEX. 
Perversions of vertical sensation are not often found in the 
male subject; hence we can readily understand that they are 


in some way related to some of the organs or functions essen- 
tially feminine in their character. 


The uterine headache, pur excellence, is frontal; but if, as so | 


frequently happens, the ovarium takes on morbid action, its 
chief reflex sympathies are displayed at the vertex. 

Hence Lachesis 6 is so useful a remedy. 

Cuprum sulph. 6 I have found curative in burning at the 
vertex. 

Glonoine 12-6 in throbbing, 
culminating at the vertex. 

Sir Wilham Jenner taught, in his inimitable clinical lec- 
tures, that occipital head: aches meant ‘ stomach.” . With all 
due deference to so great an authority, I think they may as 
accurately be said to mean ‘‘ heart.” 

This form of headache, when neuralgic in character, is ex- 
tremely common in emphysematous subjects, waere lune at- 
fection is complicated by a dilated heart. 

The undoubted specific is Quinine, from half a grain to two 
grains after breakfast. If we combine with this a few grains 
of Ferri phos. after luncheon, we will earn the evatitude of 
the busy and energetic sufferer. The use of tea and tobacco, 
while they sometimes give temporary relief, greatly aggravate 
the tendency. These patients are curiously unable to with- 
stand the effects of carbonic acid gasin a room. Small doses 
of alcohol taken late in the day help to ward off the attacks, 
but decidedly intensify them when present. They are most 
relieved by starvation, by the recumbent posture, and by dry

heat; if the attack be mild, the distraction of agreeable society 
may remove the unwelcome guest, but a severe seizure renders 
perfect isolation an absolute necessity. Irritability of temper 
and enuresis are usually marked features in this variety of 
headache. 

This kind of headache is most frequently met with in men, 
because of the greater activity of their lives; but it 1s no§ un- 
known to the softer sex, when they become markedly emphy- 
sematous, or when long: continued pelvic irritation has set up 
one of those curiously accurate imitations of heart-disease with 
which all-gynzecologists are so familiar.—Hom. World, 


VISCUM ALBUM (MISTLETOE). 
By WM. BOERICKE, M.D. 


We have as yet no thorough proving of this valuable and 
venerable drug. Dr. Huber, “who bas civen us the most ex- 
tensive clinical use of it based upon provings that he made 
on himself and others, never published the record of the 
provings themselves, and we are compelled to rely mainly on 
clinical symptoms. 

According to Dr. Huber, its symptomatology is related to 
aconite, bryonia, pulsat., rhodod., rhus, and spigel, in arthritic 
and rheumatic complaints, and Hale mentions as analogues, 
agaricus, cicuta, stramon, oenanthe, in the symptoms of the 
nervous system. 

Its sym ptoms point especially to ebieestin and eouty com- 
plaints, acute or chronic neuralgia, worse in cold, windy, 
stormy weather, and in winter. In Sciatica it promises to be- 
come one of our best remedies, and Dr. Huber reports sev- 
eral cases cured with the third potency. ‘The following symp- 
toms indicate its use in these affections: Pains, periodic, 
worse in bed. Tearing, shooting from above downwards, in 
both thighs as well as in upper extremities, with sleeplessness 
and prostration. Tearing, burning pain, extending whole 
length of hmbs to ankle-joints; oreat sensitiveness of limbs, 
worse at slightest touch. Painful fearing in calf and ankles, 
then going to knee- -joints and patella. Alternating pains in 
knee and ankle and shoulder and elbow.. Right tibia much 
swollen in middle; digging, gnawing pain in tibia and dor- 
sum of foot, worse at night; violent, aching pain from within 
outward in right foot, compelling removal of boot. All 
symptoms are worse from cold w ind, reminding of rhodo- 
dend, rhus, caustic, the latter being worst in cold, especially 
the cold of winter. In epilepsy its suecessful employ ment is 
undoubted. Many cases are reported as cured or improved 
under its use. It seems especially adapted to récent cases, 
and such as are not connected with mental disturbance; thus 
for the lighter forms in children. In chorea it has been used 
with marked success; the tincture and lower dilutions quickly 
effecting a cure. In spasmodic and whooping coughs, its 
action is said to be so speedy that good results may be seen 
in twenty-four hours. Viscum has a special relation to the 
female sexual organs, and is frequently indicated in elimac- 
teric complaints. In obstetric practice it will be found useful 
for weak pains, like caulophyl, pulsat, and secale, and also 
for adherent placenta, here acting similarly to cantharis. 

Among the symptoms indie: ative of viscum, we find: Hem- 
orrhage accompanied by pain, blood partly red and partly in 
clots; hemorrhages with violent contractive, labor-lke pains; 
hemorrhage continually, at one time in a stream, at another 
in clots of a blackish color. Pains, periodic, proceeding from 
the sacrum into the pelvis, worse in bed, accompanied with 
fearing, shooting pains from above downwards, in both thighs 
as well as in the upper extremities, with sleeplessness and 
ceneral prostration. Viscum 1s a remedy worthy of a thor- 
ough proving, but until such is made, its clinical indications 
will lead to many successful cures in ‘chorea, epilepsy, rheu- 
matic complaints and metrorrhagia. 


Dr. E. W. Charles, of Nevada City, speaks highly of Sub. 
Nit. Bismuth, as a topical application in granulation of mem- 
brana tympani, after the failure of numerous other applica- 
tions.

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MEDICAL LEGISLATION, 


By C. B. CURRIER, M.D. 


A very important movement in the interests of Homeo- 
pathy is that embodied in an appeal to the U. S. Senate and 
House of Representatives, from the American Institute of 
Homeopathy, asking for official and legal recognition from 
the army and navy, whose examinations and appointments 
have been for so long and so unjustly denied to the members 
of our school. 

So important a step in elevating the standard of Homeo- 
pathy in the medical world, appeals to the heart of every 
member of our school; for though the time has long since 
passed when the cardinal principles of our theory of practice 
and therapeutics excited derision in the minds of the enemies 
and the opponents of our system, we lave not yet attained to 
our full rights—and the time is now ripe when we should de- 
mand equal rights in the medical world—have full legal recog- 
nition, and in the examinations for naval and army appoint- 
ments, stand side by side with all other medical men without 
distinction to sect or school, our claims resting simply upon 
good scholarship and a thorough acquaintance with thera- 
peutics and séientific medicine. The examiners to be men of 


liberal calibre, not blinded by sectarianism and orthodoxy, 


but fair, impartial judges, free from all bitterness towards a 
philosophy that may differ from their own established doc- 
trine. 

Against the equity and justice of this demand surely no 

In the East our professional brethren have united as one 
man to further the claims of Homceopathy. eee: 

In California the State Medical Society at its last meeting 
appointed a committee to solicit the hearty co-operation of 
the profession on this coast. Copies of the petition, with an 
appeal calling for immediate action were sent by the com- 
mittee to every physician of our own and the Eclectic School, 
whose addresses could be obtained.

tom usually observed is palpitation and increased pulse; then 
exophthalmus, and lastly the struma. Increased temperature, 
subjective feeling of heat, perspiration, ete, point to vaso- 
motor disturbances. Tremot is noticed also, showing impli- 
cation of the nerve centres. In regard to the pathology, 
prognosis, and especially treatment, he has nothing positive 
to offer, Some cures are reported, but the disease ultimately 
leads to death by exhaustion of the heart. He has no faith 
in any remedies, all that he tried having failed. The essential 
therapeutic measures consist in absolute mental and bodily 
rest; change of air, too, is beneficial. 

The homcepathic Materia Medica offers several remedies ap- 
pheable to this disease. 

Lycopus, iodum, natrum mur., calcarea, spongia, etc. , will 
repay study. 


In a recent discussion on the ‘‘ Use of Chloroform,” at the 
cleadamie de Med. in Paris, Dr. Gosselin ealled attention to 
three methods of administering it, viz.: By small doses 5-6 
drops at a time, which must be allowed to evaporate before 
more is added. 2d, Large, uninterrupted doses; this method 
he considers dangerous, because the blood, and through it 
the brain and medulla receive too much at once. 3d. Pro- 
gressively increasing doses with interruptions. This latter 


method he uses exclusively. He pours 2 grm. (914) on a, 


after patient 


compress, and keeps it at a distance of 5-6 centimeters (2 
inches) from the mouth of the patient, in order to permit air to 
mingle with it. After 6 or 7 inspirations the compress is taken 
away, and the patient is allowed to take two inspirations pure 
air. After this procedure, he again administers 8-10 inhala- 
tions of chloroform, and again two inspirations of pure air. 
The quantity of chloroform is gradually increased to 3-0 
grammes di). By following out this method he at- 
tains complete in from 6 to 12 minutes; that 1s, 
iken about 15U inspirations, of which 28 
are of pure air. te course of the narcotization 1s as fol- 
lows: ffalf-sl: .ber, with consciousness. 2. Period of 
agitation and lig’ delirium. 3. Loss of consciousness, con- 
traction of mus 4. Deep slumber, relaxation of muscles, 
contraction of } |; ., loss of reflex activity. The advantages 
of this method cousist in accustoming the nerve centres to 
the chloroform, through the gradual administration and free 
intervals and in preventing a surfeit of chloroform to the 
blood and nerve centres. Administered in this way, he be- 
lieves that accidents, due even to the poor quality of chloro- 
form, may be prevented, and all danger removed by using the 
pure article. Se 

Dr. Guere thinks the following rules to be essential, viz.: 
The dosage should be exact; chloroform should not reach the 
respiratory organs too concentrated; it must be mixed with 
air in an unvarying ratio; the resistance of the patient should 
not be met antagonistically, since it interposes with the exact 
administration; the inhalations should follow each other as 
above described; it is not necessary to administer it until com- 


fore.— Bulletin de L? Academie, T-16, 1882. 


Ringworm and Fatty Food. 


Dr. Tilbury Fox, states that many children affected with 
ringworm of the scalp, have a great aversion to fat in any 
shape, and that the ‘‘ avoidance of fatty matter in their diet, 
or its non-assimilation in the form of milk, meat, etc., has a 
potent influence in leading to the development of a condition 
of nutrition-that is favorable to the occurrence of. obstinate 
ringworm. Hence, in addition to medicine he advises Cod 
liver oil and as much fatty matter in the diet at the child will 
take.” We would recognize such aversion as an important 
symptom, aad select our remedy with a view to overcome it. 
Among the remedies which produce ‘‘ aversion to fat food”’ 
are: Ane., Ars., Bell., Bry., Cale. c.,Carb. an., Carb. veo., 
Colch., Croc., Cyela , Dros., Hell , Hep., Meny., Merc., Nat. 
mur., Petrol., Puls., Rheum, Rhus, Sepia, Sulph. Of these 
Ars., Bry., Carb. an., Carb. veg., Colch., Cycla., Dros., Hell., 
Puls., Sepia, Sulph., have the symptom, ‘‘ worse after eating 
fat food.” 


Blatta Orientalis as a Remedy for Dropsy. 


A report published in the St. Petersberg Mediein. Wochen- 
schrift, shows that Russian physicians use this remedy empir- 
ically but very successfully in many varieties of dropsy, 
though due to different causes. Seventy cases are reported 
upon, of which fifteen were due to disease of the heart, fifty- 
two to kidney disease, and three to disease of the liver. In 
the majority of cases (sixty-one) the urine was increased, in 
the rest amelioration took place by increased perspiration, and 
in others by diarrhoea (transudation through intestinal walls). 
The doses were large, twenty*drops of the tincture three times 
per day. 


Eucalyptus for Whooping Cough. 


Dr. Witthauer (Allg. Med. Central Zeitung) reports several 
cases of whooping cough successfully treated with tincture of 
Eucalyptus (five to eight drops every three hours). One of his 
cases, a child one and one-half years old, with rachitis sur- 
prised him, as within four weeks all the rachitic symptoms, 
noticeably the thickened joints, had disappeared, and the 
child that until then had made no attempt to walk, soon 
learned to do so. Eucalyptus is but imperfectly ‘‘ proven,” 
and we hope the above clinical fact may lead to its use among 


‘homceopaths and a more thorough proving.

EDITORIAL DEPARTMENT. 


The Oakland community has been much exercised during 
the past month at Dr. Liliencrantz’s position relative to Home- 
opathy. It led to a thorough discussion of some of the prin- 


ciples of Homceopathy in the Oakland Tribune, whose columns 


were open to both sides. The discussion culminated on the 
16th inst. in the republication of the entire able paper of Prof. 
Dowling, of New York, entitled, ‘‘Old School Medicine and 
Homeopathy,” originally published in the North American 
Review for June, 1882, and constituting an answer to Dr. 
Palmer’s article against Homceopathy in the same journal. 
The reprint of this article will do much to dispel the fallacies 
of the old school position, and establishes the claims of Home- 
opathy beyond all doubt. Prof. Dowling very ingeniously 
and effectively proves, from recognized leading old school an- 
thorities, that whatever certainty they have in Therapeutics is 
derived by following out, cousciously or unconsciously, the 
homceopathicity of drugs. Among the various communica- 
tions to the 7’ribune was that of a lady, which presents the 
question in an impartial and practical light, and we cannot do 
better than give the whole article to our readers: 


A Woman’s Plea for Homceopathy. 


Eprror Tripune: woman, but if the baby—one of ten—will 


be quiet one half hour I am going to try—only inagine it—ever so hard to 


answer ‘* Regular’ the very best I know how. I have some right to do 
so, as I am the niece of a ‘*‘ Regular,’”’ the daughter-in-law of a ‘* Regular,’”’ 
and:the daughter of a *‘ Regular.’” It seems to me I am regularly ‘*‘ to the 
manner born,’ and having tried both systems in a large family, know 
something of medicine and its eftects. In the first place, I dare say, on 
the word of a woman, that ‘‘ Regular ’’ does not know what homceopathy 
means, or he would never do so absurd a thing as to try to squelch it with 
mere ridicule and misrepresentation. He gives a few unmeaning extracts 
from: some domestic practice and incomplete quotations from Hahnemann 
rather caleulated to mislead than enlighten, and with these proceeds to 
evolve a home@opathy of his own, and then, with one grand ccup de yrace, 
he thinks he wipes the whole thing from the face of the earth and that it 
will be heard from no more. ‘Permit me, only a woman, to tell him what 
homceopathy means, which I may not do as well as he has told us what it 
does not mean. Still, for the sake of all the dear babies in Oakland, I can 
but try. Itis a system resting upon four great principles. First, proving 
the medicines on the healthy to ascertain their precise effects; second, 
viving medicines in diseases whose ascertained effects on the healthy cor- 
respond to the totality of the symptonis of the disease; third, admuinister- 
ing the remedy in a dose strong enough to produce its therapeutic effects, 
but not so strong as to excite any perturbing accessory effects, and, fourth, 
civing one medicine at a time, and not mixing a lot of drugs together, as 
is the fashionable method of the ‘‘ Regular’’ practitioner. He may say 


that the idea embraced in the first above-named principle was borrowed | 


from his school, which, while not true in fact, [ grant it, and ask of what 
practical benefit has it begn to that school? What have they made of it? 
‘Regular ’’ says from the days of Hahnemann down to the present time 
no Homveopath has enlarged, in however small a degree, the boundaries of 
science, or added anything to the sum of human knowledge, or in sub- 
stance to that effect. This he thinks is the coup morte/. If he was con- 
versant with the literature of his profession he would have learned that 
Professor Henderson, of Edinburg, a homceopath, was the first to individ- 
ualize and separate as a distinct disease relapsing fever, which previously 
was confounded with typhus or typhoid fever, a disease not common in this 
country, but prevalent in Great Britain. He should have known that this 
same homceopath, Henderson, was the first to explain satisfactorily, the 
rationale of the sudden subsidence of febrile symptoms in pneumonia at 
the apparent height of its inflammatory stage, the cause of which seems 
to be still unknown to the great authority of the ‘‘ Regular’’ Jurgensen. 
He would also have known that the greatest authority on the subject of hay 
fever (an authority acknowledged in Ziemssens cyclopedia of the most 
modern scientific medicine) is Dr. Blackley, a homceopath, and he might 
also have known of the homceopathist, Dr. Drysdale, and of his wonderful 
microscopic discoveries; but the more ignorant the regular is of the im- 
mense debt his own school owes. to homceopathy, both negatively and 
positively, the more scornful he is of his homueopathic colleagues. 


‘As blind men used to hold their noses higher 
Than those that have their eyes and sense entire.”’ 


The maze of figures in ‘‘ Regular’s’’ communication published in last 
evening’s Tribune, I pass over as I have no fancy for spending the rest of 
my days ina lunatic asylum, but I suggest a practical test for ‘‘ Regular ”’ 
if he thinks there is anything in it, namely: To drop a globule of poison 
in the head-waters of the Sacramento river and in the course of six months 
give us another startling array of statistics as to how many whales and 
fishes have been found dead floating in the Atlantic and Pacific oceans from 
the effects of poison. ‘‘ Regular’s’? slurat ‘‘ sugar pills’ is disingenuous, 
and caleulated to mislead, for he would have us to suppose that there is 
nothing in the pills but sugar. One of the grandest features in the admin- 
istration of medicine is the success achieved by homeopathy in enabling 
the nurse to give the remedy to the patient in such an agreeable and pal- 
atable form as to make it a pleasure to take it, rather than a horror. What 
mother has not before her mind the vision of a beloved child already en- 
feebled by disease and nervousness, struggling with two persons to pre- 
vent the administration of a nauseating dose? Who has not heard it said, 
‘‘T would rather see her die naturally than to torture her more by doing 
what it seemed would throw her into spasms,’’ or, ‘‘'Take the mother out 


of the room whilst we give her the medicine,’’ and then strangle the child 
by so doing in order to compel it to swallow the vile compound. It is to 
relieve the heart-stricken mother from scenes like this that Iam tempted 
to write this communication in order that those who do not know that the 
beneficial effects of medicine can be procured without all this trouble. 
After ten years experience of homeopathy in a large family, I have yet to 
know of one single instance in which the patient made the slightest ob- 
jection or felt the least discomfort in taking the remedy; and yet, how 
often have I seen it act with magical effect! As for ‘‘making out bills,’’ 
at which occupation ‘‘Regular’’ seems to think ‘‘irregulars’’ take up 
most of their time, my own experience is that the bills, when made out, are 
not so large as ‘‘ regular’’ bills, for the reason that the prompt action of

percentage thereon, for it is rarely the case that an ‘‘irregular’’ will send 
vou to a drug store at all. ‘This is not an inconsiderable item in ‘‘ domes- 
tic economy.’’ One more remark, and Iam done. Itis due to the respect- 
able and cultured ladies of Oakland that the public should know that nei- 
ther ‘‘ regulars’’ nor ‘‘irregulars’’ are as capable of making dupes of them 
as they are of making dupes of themselves. ‘‘A little learning is a danger- 
ous thing,’’ and while ‘* Regular’’ may understand his own profession, he 
does not understand homeopathy, nor is he familiar with the names, char- 
acters, and standing of the families in which homceopathic physicians prac- 
tice.

The reference which the correspondent makes to Prof. Hen- 
derson’s views of the phenomenon of defervescence in pneu- 
monia, can be found in a most exhaustive article on Pneumo 
nia, originally printed in the British Journal of Homeopathy 
Vol. X. For the benefit of our readers, we make the follow-, 


ing extract, bearing on the question: | 
[From Dr. Henderson's article on Pneumonia, | 


‘Inthe Vonthly Journal of Medical Science, 1841, I incidentally pointed 
out, ina paper on the Anatomy of Pneumonia, a peculiarity in the effects 
of inflammation of the pulmonary air-cells—the true anatomical seat of 
pneumonia. On minutely examining the inflamed parts after death it was 
not difficult to perceive that, as the inflammatory exudation increased, the 
parts affected became gradually paler and less loaded with blood, until, on | 
the inflamed cells becoming filled with the viscid substance, so much pres- 
sure was exerted on the blood-vessels, between the fibrous investment of. 
the lobules on the one hand and the exuded matter which distended the 
cells on the other, that the diseased portion of the lung became actually 
bloodless, or very nearly so, the deep red color of the earlier stages of the 
pheumonia giving place to the straw, or drab, or sometimes blueish-grey 
color that distinguishes complete hepatization. As soon as this stage ar- 
rives, if the earlier stages of the inflammation be not going on in other 
parts of the lung, the pneumonia, as an active, inflammatory process, is 
literally put ouf — extinguished by mechanical force; for it is undeniable 
that an excess of blood, in vessels dilated beyond the ordinary size, is ne- 
cessary to the existence of such a process. ‘That compression is capable 
of producing the effect I have mentioned on the inflammatory process, is 
well known from what has been observed of the consequences of bandaging 
in erysipelas of the extremities, and of ‘strapping’ in acute orchitis.”’
